FYI, I found this in the April, 1937 issue of RADIO magazine: The = 
Bi-Push TriBand Exciter or Transmitter, by W.W. Smith, W6BCX. It covers = 
10, 20 and 40 meters. The design is very clever in that one set of 3 = 
coils and one crystal covers all 3 bands. The coils and 5-pin (tube) = 
crystal socket are wired so that each coil serves a different function = 
depending on what socket it is plugged into. The crystal then plugs into 
the unused socket! From the article: 


"With the crystal in the left hand socket, coil 1 in socket A, coil 2 in 
socket B and coil 3 in socket C, we have a 40 meter push-pull crystal = 
oscillator driving a 20 meter push-push doubler, driving a 10 meter = 
push-push doubler to over 40 watts output." 


"To go on 20 meters we insert the crystal in socket A, coil 1 in socket = 
B and coil 2 in socket C. Now we have a 40 meter push-pull crystal = 
oscillator driving a 20 meter push-push doubler. The output is the same 
as on 10 meters." 


"To go on 40 meters, we insert the crystal in socket B, and coil 1 in = 
socket C. We now have a push-pull 6L6G crystal oscillator that delivers 
approximately 40 watts and keys very nicely." 


The one in the article was built on a wooden chassis with 1/4" jacks for 
metering.
